GENTLEMEN : My attention has been 
called to an article in the DAILY HE 
PUBLICAN of Nov. 14lh, 1874, in which 
your citizens make a request of the 
Mayor of your city to call a public 
meeting for tbe purpose of [taking up 
collections for tho suffering poor in this 
section of the country, and that there 
has already been death by starving, &c, 
I bog leave to inform you that I have 
been a resident of this county for over 
three years, and iny opportunity for 
knowing the situation and the wautb of 
the people of Sodgwiek County, is as 
good, perhaps, or equal to any one man 
in tho county, having been over a great 
portion of tho couuty in tho last month, 
and when I see swob publications from 
abroad I feel that it is doing an indus- 
trious people, autl a new county like 
ours, an injustice to have such wild re 
ports spread alt over the land without 
being corrected. It is very true that tho 
failure of the corn crop is a groat disas- 
ter to our pooplo, from the fuel that 
many have just settled on their new 
homos, and had nothing to dcpoud on 
only a sod crop of eorn. 
Others that 


that Jiavo been hero longer, and had 
sown a full crop of wheat, arc better pie- 


or locusts) swept over.this country, it 
left all in poor circumstances and near- 
ly half of the people destitute. I will 
give you one instance and that will 
serve as an example of a great many 
now living in this county : 


A man and four children were found 


in Wichita, not long since, that had 
had nothing to eat for weeks but old 
scraps of bread picked up in the alleys; 
one of the children was a babe, about 
six months old , its mother had died 
during the fall, and all tho clothing 
tho babe had on was about' a yard 
of ragged calico, wrapped about it, and 
no bed-clothing of any' sort whatever, 
only some straw to lie upon.

He at 
first thought nothing of it, but as it in- 
creased In volume and density, ho went 
to the bakery, looked in, and satisfied 
himself that it was a real flre, and then 


SOUNDED THE ALARM. 


The largo fire bell was rung wilh a vim 
for a short time, and tho "boys" quickly 
responded to the call by running to the 
headquarters and getting out a hose cart 
in double-quick time. 
They hurried 


across the square, and attaching their 
hose to the nearest hydrant, weie soon 
down iu tho cellar, yirowing water on 
tho burning boxes and lumber,' which 
had been stored away in that place. They 
soon had effectually "squcnched" all 
tho flre about tho boxes, and clearing the 
way of obstructions, pressed to the rear 
of the building, where the flre had taken 
hold of the joists and flooring on the 
ttrst floor. 
There was much difficulty 


getting at all the .burning joists with 
the water, and it was several minutes be- 
fore all the blazes had been put out.— 
Here the firemen worked against many 
hindrances. As the flames were being 
extinguished the steam and smoke, min- 
gled together, became so dense that it 
obscured all vision and came near suffo- 
cating a few of those nearest up to the 
burning part of the floor. These fell 
back to get fresh air—others promptly 
took their'places, and soon afterwards

ment before he fully comprehended the 
situation. 
He inun^diutcly awakened 


all, aud taking his wife and a litlle 
daughter, he rushed down the stairs aud 
ovei to the St Nicholas.

eould return aud rescue his* two other 
little girls they would both have been 
suffocated were it not for a young man 
named Frank Virdon, an employe of Mr. 
JI , who rushed up the stops, and catch- 
ing up tho two little girls, hurried oxit 
with them over tu their mother at the 
.St. Nicholas. If Mr. M. had not woke 
up and aroused the others, they all would 
certainly have been suffocated in a few 
minutes more, us -none of the flrcmcn 
once thought of anything further than 
putting out the flre 


This, flre was, evidently

as Mr. Mumaugh is very positive that 
there was no fire iu Uic cellar an hour 
before, when ho went around and looked 
carefully for fire. It is the general opin- 
iua that tho scoundrel who hoped to 
burn several business houses by setting 
lire to this, building, lighted it near the 
oven lor a little ruse—to make people be- 
lieve that the fire caught from the oven 


The damage caused by this little bhue 


is about $50. Thanks to our efficient 
firemen that it is no greater
